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Spending on temporary workers plummets for April 

JOY FOR MANOR 
AS £200k SAVED

MORE than £200,000 was 
saved on the cost of tempo¬ 
rary workers at Walsall Manor 
Hospital in a month as bosses 
strive to make cuts. 

The amount spent on agency, locum 
and bank staff was £1.515 million 
in April, down by £212,000 on the 
month before. 

The trust which runs the hospital has 
launched a recruitment drive for more than 85 
nurses and already brought in more than 30 
clinical support workers as it looks to cut down 
its temporary workers bill. 

In April, a total of £698,000 was spent on 
agency workers - a reduction of £173,000. 

Meanwhile, costs of paying staff for overtime 
reduced £45,000 to £483,000 last month. 

However, there was a slight increase in 
the cost for locum workers, which rose from 
£330,000 in March to £334,000 in April. 

In April, costs reduced for both medical cover 
and nursing. In a report to the Walsall Health¬ 
care NHS Trust board, which meets today, 
Thursday, interim director of finance and per¬ 
formance Russell Caldicott revealed: “Tempo¬ 
rary staff costs reduced by £212,000 in April. 

“Medical cover reduced by £50,000 in April to 
£582,000. Nursing reduced by £95,000 in April 
to £724,000.” 

Struggle 

It comes after the trust spent almost £20m on 
temporary workers in 2014/15 as it struggled 
to control expenditure due to rising demand 
from patients. The new figures for April show 
an improvement on earlier this year when the 
wage bill of temporary workers at Manor Hos¬ 
pital rose by more than £160,000 in a month to 
£1.7m in March. 

The total cost of temporary workers to trust 
already stands at more than £6.5m between 
January and April this year. It is hoped the 
level of expenditure on temporary workers will 
be cut through recruiting permanent nurses. A 
£3.5m investment has been approved to ensure 
the Manor Hospital has enough ward staff. 

It had been hoped to see nurses recruited 
from Ireland in an attempt to get new people 
in quicker. However, health chiefs recently re¬ 
vealed there has been a more positive response 
from agencies in Greece, Italy and Spain. 

Health bosses have said that they hope to re¬ 
cruit many of the nurses from the local area. 
Manor chiefs are braced for a £17.7m black 
hole this year - as they battle to bring finances 
under control. The trust which runs the hos¬ 
pital has faced increasing pressures, which has 
led to a £12.9m deficit over the last 12 months.

War hero - Second Lieu¬ 
tenant Charles Loxton 


BRAVERY, leadership and willing¬ 
ness - a Walsall-born war hero’s 
life was marked at a West Midlands 
church 100 years after he died in 
duty during the First World War. 

Second Lieutenant Charles Lox¬ 
ton, from Walsall, was repairing 
wiring on the front lines in Wul- 
verghem in France when he was 
shot. He died while being taken to 
hospital. 

Second Lieutenant Loxton and 
his fellow comrades are immortal¬ 
ised by a painted glass window at St 
Luke’s Church in Cannock. 

On Saturday, relatives of the war 
hero descended on the town from as 
far away as Australia. 

A total of 17 distant family mem¬ 


bers were the guests of honour at a 
memorial service at the church. 

The names which adorn the me¬ 
morials around the town were read 
out on the day. 

Loxton was born in Walsall in 
1892 and was educated at Oxford 
University before war broke out in 
1914. He volunteered for service 
and was commissioned as a Second 
Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion of 
the North Staffordshire Regiment. 

He travelled to France with the 
1/5th Battalion in March in 1915. 

His bravery, leadership and will¬ 
ingness endeared him to his broth¬ 
ers in arms as well as officers. But 
on 23 May 1915, while repairing 
wiring, he was shot. He was carried 


by his soldiers to the regimental aid 
post, but later died. 

But Loxton and his fellow com¬ 
rades, remain immortalised by the 
painted-glass window. It is posi¬ 
tioned in the south transept of St 
Luke’s in Church Street that was 
designed by the renowned artist 
Reginald Frampton. 

The image is based on the Last 
Communion on the battlefield and 
was inspired by a letter that had 
been written to his parents. His face 
can been seen just behind the padre. 

David Gethin, lay minister at St 
Luke’s had a leading role in organ¬ 
ising the service and inviting the 
Loxton family. He said: “We are 
absolutely thrilled they have come.”

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Tributes to Jason, after body found

DEVASTATED friends and neighbours 
have paid tribute to a ‘generous and 
helpful’ man who was found dead in 
Walsall. Jason Whitehouse, from Wil- 
lenhall, went missing last August after 
walking out of Walsall Manor Hospital 
where he had been receiving treatment. 

The 43-year-old’s body was found 
near to Sneyd Brook in Primley Avenue 
Park on May 12. The news of his death 
has been met with shock and sadness 
by residents around his former home in 
Elm Street. 

Neighbour Kulwinder Kaur, aged 30, 
said Mr Whitehouse was a generous 


man who would always go out of his way 
to help her and her young child. 

“He was a good neighbour,” said Ms 
Kaur, a single parent who suffers from 
arthritis. “Because of my illness I need 
a lot of support and Jason would always 
offer to help. He would clear my garden 
for me and sort out the bins. 

“He never asked for anything in re¬ 
turn. I would offer to pay him and he 
would always refuse. He did things out 
of the goodness of his heart.” 

It is believed Mr Whitehouse had lived 
in the street since the mid-1990s and 
had three grown-up children. 


Other neighbours described Mr 
Whitehouse as a ‘kind man’ who was 
regularly seen walking his dogs around 
the streets of Willenhall. 

“He was a class bloke,” said Rhys 
Mason, aged 19. “Anything anyone 
wanted doing he would be the first 
person to offer help. It was a big shock 
when we heard he had gone missing. I 
grew up with his son, Luke, and I know 
it will be hard for him.” A post-mortem 
proved inconclusive, but police say they 
are not treating the death as suspicious. 
The case has now been passed on to the 
coroner. 


Crash tragedy mother 
and daughter named 

A MOTHER and daughter from 
Walsall killed on holiday in Kent 
in a crash that claimed three 
lives have been named. 

Gloria Roberts, aged 65, and her 
daughter Dawn, 36, who had a daugh¬ 
ter aged just 11 months, were in a 
black Renault Megane that collided 
with a motorcycle. 

Father of four 
Malcolm Batt, 55, 
of Kent, was on the 
motorcycle and also 
died. 

In a statement, 
the family of Gloria 
and Dawn Roberts 
said: “Gloria Rob¬ 
erts, wife of Colin 
Roberts for almost 43 years, together with 
her daughter, Dawn Roberts, mother of 
11-month-old Clara Brooker, were both 
tragically killed whilst on holiday in Kent. 

“They are survived by Colin Roberts, by 
Dean Roberts who is the son of Gloria and 
Colin and also brother of Dawn, and by 
Jason Brooker, partner of Dawn.” 

Police said three other people in the car, 
a baby and two men, survived. 

They were taken to hospital with inju¬ 
ries that were not thought to be life threat¬ 
ening. The tragedy happened at about 
3.50pm on May 10 on the A259 Rye Road 
in Brookland. 

Gloria Roberts lived on Hall Lane, Wal¬ 
sall Wood, while her daughter was of Stan¬ 
ford Avenue, Great Barr. 

A 36-year-old man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of causing death by dangerous driving 
and was released on bail until July 21. An 
inquest was opened and adjourned by the 
South East Kent Coroner, who heard that 
all three died from multiple injuries.

Cash mule in 
cloned SIM 
bank account 
con gets jail 

A MAN named Innocent who became a 
‘cash mule’ for a gang of internet fraud¬ 
sters who stole tens of thousands of 
pounds from their victim’s bank account 
has been jailed for eight months. 

The gang coerced Innocent Taruvinga 
from Walsall into letting them use his 
bank account to plunder another man’s 
account of £40,000. 

Miss Fiona Cortese, prosecuting at 
Stafford Crown Court last Wednesday, 
said the victim Philip Marsden was 
tricked by a phoney website mimicking 
his own bank’s online service. The fraud¬ 
sters also got hold of his mobile phone 
details to set up a cloned SIM card. 

Using the cloned phone in the London 
area, eight withdrawals of £5,000 each 
were taken from Mr Marsden’s account 
and put into Taruvinga’s bank account. 

Miss Cortese said a total of £33,325 
was then withdrawn from the defend¬ 
ant’s account. She said Mr Marsden 
discovered money was missing from his 
account after his mobile stopped work¬ 
ing. He called his mobile number from 
his home phone and a man answered. 

Vodafone discovered a cloned SIM was 
being used in London and the phone had 
been used for the illicit withdrawals. Mr 
Marsden has since been compensated in 
full by his bank. Police arrested 26-year- 
old Taruvinga at Gatwick airport on De¬ 
cember 5. 

Taruvinga, of Carl Street, Leamore, 
admitted a charge of transferring crimi¬ 
nal property. Mr Andrew Baker, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Taruvinga was ‘a bottom-end 
stooge’ in the bank swindle. 

Homes plan for 
old school site 

A FORMER school in Willenhall may be 
transformed into dozens of homes and 
the new headquarters of a top engineer¬ 
ing firm. Part of the old Little London 
buildings would be demolished. 

However, some of the front of the 
school, including the original entrance 
and clock tower, will be kept. 

BE Wedge Holding wants to create its 
new headquarters at the site. The firm 
was founded almost 150 years ago in 
Willenhall by John Wedge. The remain¬ 
der of the site will then be sold on for up 
to 30 houses. 

Plans have been submitted to Walsall 
Council and will be considered by the 
planning committee or officers under 
delegated powers. 

There would be parking spaces for 60 
vehicles from the company.

project to 
spruce up 
empty flats 

TEN empty eyesore flats in Walsall 
that once suffered vandal attacks will 
get a long-awaited £800,000 revamp 
after they were taken over by a new 
landlord. 

The money will be used to trans¬ 
form the 10 disused three bedroom 
maisonettes into 10 one-bedroom 
units large enough for up to two peo¬ 
ple at the derelict flats above shops in 
Stephenson Square, Beechdale. 

Metal thieves had previously 
stripped them of boiler parts and cop¬ 
per pipes, causing water to flood the 
stores on the ground floor. 

Now social housing landlord 
Friendship Care and Housing is in¬ 
vesting £800,000 into the regener¬ 
ation scheme that will also see new 
offices created at the block to comple¬ 
ment the scheme. The work is due to 
be completed early next year. 

Friendship’s managing director 
Jonathan Driffill said: “It’s our mis¬ 
sion to bring neglected space back 
into use in our communities. It’s been 
over 10 years since the flats were 
occupied so we are thrilled to bring 
these much-needed homes back to 
Beechdale. The work will secure the 
future tenancies of the existing shops, 
whilst enhancing the look of the en¬ 
tire parade.” 

Birchills-Leamore ward represent¬ 
ative Councillor Chris Jones said: “It 
has been a long time coming, but we 
are delighted that something is being 
done to bring these properties back 
into use. This work is welcome as over 
the years the residents and the coun¬ 
cillors campaigned for action.” 

£ 26 m revamp of 
roads goes on 

TWO busy roads in Walsall will reo¬ 
pen by the end of the year as part of 
£26 million highways improvements, 
council chiefs have insisted. The 
revamp of routes in Darlaston and 
Pleck is scheduled to be fully complet¬ 
ed by June next year. 

A stretch of Bentley Mill Way has 
been closed since last year during 
work to widen the route and lower 
the carriageway under James Bridge 
aqueduct to make it easier for lorries. 

The section at the junction of Cem¬ 
etery Road is being resurfaced, with 
new traffic signals to be installed, 
with the route to reopen in December. 
The final phases of surfacing along 
Bentley Road South, which has also 
undergone a rail bridge replacement, 
is also due to finish this summer.

Fly-tipping hotspot targeted again

MATTRESSES, pieces of wood and 
cardboard boxes were dumped in the 
middle of a Walsall road, causing de¬ 
lays to traffic. 

The pile of rubbish was fly-tipped 
in Sutton Road, at the junction of 
Skip Lane, and caused problems for 
drivers as it blocked part of the road. 
It is the latest fly-tipping incident in 
Skip Lane, and council workers were 
quickly on site to clear up the mess. 

Councillor Lee Jeavons, Walsall 
Council’s environment boss, said: 
“There have been 33 instances of 
fly-tipping during the last 12 months 


along Skip Lane. This is known by our 
crews as a problem area so they pro¬ 
actively check and pick up from this 
location. 

“Fly-tipping is a major issue in 
the borough and residents can play a 
major part in catching the culprits.” 

Pheasey Park Farm Councillor 
Chris Towe added: “It is a disgrace¬ 
ful matter. Those people who do this 
should be prosecuted. This is costing 
the council hundreds of thousands of 
pounds every year.” 

Last month, the council revealed 
plans to use secret spy cameras to 


tackle fly-tipping in the borough. 

Walsall Council has spent £345,000 
cleaning up rubbish dumped over the 
last two years and bosses now want to 
spend £4,000 on eight devices to cov¬ 
ertly record offenders. 

Each will be positioned in dumping 
hotspots around Walsall in the next 
few months and moved around to 
cope with demand.

Doctor in cancer scare 
after duff test results 


A RETIRED doctor says he thought 
he had cancer after the Manor Hos¬ 
pital bungled his test results - and 
he is is considering legal action. 

Dr Safa Shaya’s results showed a high¬ 
er than normal levels of a protein in his 
prostate. Another test was ordered and 
Dr Shaya knew it meant there was a high¬ 
er risk of him having cancer. 

However the second 
exam revealed his lev¬ 
els were much lower. 
With the original PSA 
- prostate-specific anti¬ 
gen - test on April 1, he 
was told his PSA level 
was 10 nanograms per 
millilitre, more than 
twice what is consid¬ 
ered the normal level of 
between 2 and 4ng/mL. 

The 64-year-old of 
Persehouse Street, 
Walsall, said: “I was 
scared.. It is not so 
much about the test itself it is what could come 
after it.” Concerned about the results consult¬ 
ants at the hospital ordered a retest and thank¬ 
fully the new results showed Mr Shaya’s PSA 
level was actually around 2mg/ml. 

But the Dudley Council worker, who used 
to be a biochemist at Walsall Manor, is an¬ 
gered by the mix-up and has claimed it is likely 
hundreds more tests results were botched on 
the day. He said: “During my time we would 
do about 600 to 700 tests a day. This matter 
should be investigated immediately as it is 
dealing with people’s lives.” 

Mr Shaya has formally complained to Walsall 
Manor Hospital and said he would seek legal 
action if he was not compensated for the stress 
caused. In response Richard Kirby, chief exec¬ 
utive of Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, said: 
“On behalf of the trust, I apologise for any 
distress this matter may have caused him. We 
welcome patients’ complaints and concerns and 
take them extremely seriously.” 

In addition the trust’s medical director Amir 
Khan has moved to clarify that a PSA test is 
not a sole means of checking for prostate can¬ 
cer. He said: “A diagnosis of prostate cancer 
cannot be based on PSA testing alone and must 
be used with other clinical tests to rule out or 
confirm the presence of cancer.”

CONSTRUCTION students have 
been putting their stamp on Wal¬ 
sall College’s £11 million business 
and sports hub and for one stu¬ 
dent this has led to a permanent 
job.

UTC had a damning 
report before closure

ONE-IN-SIX pupils at a 
multi-million pound Walsall 
school were suspended at 
least once for bad behav¬ 
iour, a damning inspection 
report has revealed ahead 
of its closure. 

Poor teaching, bad pupil be¬ 
haviour and low attendance 
have plagued the Black Country 
University Technical College. 

It was announced last month that 
the UTC, which specialises in engi¬ 
neering, was to shut this summer 
after just four years. 

The findings of an Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion have been released publicly for 
the first time. They show that 17 per 
cent of pupils were excluded at least 
once and eaching has been branded 
‘weak’. Also, it is reported that 
students ‘do not feel safe’ because 
of the behaviour and some sixth 
formers were ‘not on appropriate 
courses’. 

Decline 

The £9.5 million school was 
launched at the former Sneyd Com¬ 
munity site, off Vernon Way, Blox- 
wich, in September 2011 with the 
aim of catering for 14 to 19 year- 
olds. It currently has 158 students, 
although 57 complete their studies 
by the summer. 

It was anticipated students would 
relocate to a new site, a former car 
repair shop in Portland Street, Wal¬ 
sall town centre but last month gov¬ 
ernors instead announced the UTC 
will close on August 31. 

Lead inspector Helen Reeves said: 
“Last year 17 per cent of students 
experienced at least one fixed term 
exclusion from college. This is much 
higher than national levels. 

“Leaders, including governors and 
the sponsors, have not addressed 
low standards, poor behaviour, low 
levels of attendance and weak teach¬ 
ing in the college. There is no evi¬ 
dence of improvement in these areas 
and some have declined. “ 

Bosses have previously blamed fi¬ 
nances, staffing, students numbers 
and a poor inspection for the closure

THE organisers of a memo¬ 
rial service for murdered 
soldier Lee Rigby have 
praised 150 people who 
turned up to pay their re¬ 
spects in Bloxwich. 

The event at Bloxwich 
War Memorial was organ¬ 
ised by Walsall Patriots to 
mark two years since the 
murder of Fusilier Rigby 
by Islamic fanatics in Wool¬ 
wich, London. 

About 150 people, includ¬ 
ing children, attended the 
service, holding St George’s 
Cross flags printed with 
‘RIP Lee Rigby’ and images 
of the soldier on them 

The group has been com¬ 
pared to the far-right Eng¬ 
lish Defence League but 
leader Liam Walsall rejected 
the suggestion, and said the 
service was a family memo¬ 
rial event. 

The 18-year-old said: 
“When a British soldier 
walks on a British street 
and gets killed that is an 
issue. When we come out 
to pay our respects we get 
called extremists. If you 
can’t remember your own 
soldiers in your own country 
that’s a problem.” 

Asked why it was impor¬ 
tant to mark Fusilier Rig¬ 
by’s death locally, as he was 
killed in London and origi¬ 
nally from Manchester, Mr 
Walsall said: “We are bring¬ 
ing patriotism back to Wal¬ 
sall, back to England. 

“There is still no perma¬ 
nent memorial for him in 
Woolwich. We aren’t far 
right and we aren’t linked to 
the EDL, we are just every¬ 
day patriots who want to do 
our bit for our country.” 

A minute’s silence and a 
prayer was then led by Rec¬ 
tor Roger Williams, of the 
nearby All Saint’s Bloxwich 
Church. 


Warning on 
dangers of 
slug pellets 
for animals 

PET owners are being warned to be 
vigilant as the number of pets poi¬ 
soned by slug pellets is set to increase 
this summer. 

Every year, White Cross Vets, 
which has a practice on Leamore Lane 
in Bloxwich and on Regent Road, Tiv- 
idale, sees approximately 40 cases 
across its 14 practices. 

Figures from the Vets Poison Infor¬ 
mation Service - aimed at veterinary 
professionals to offer information on 
actual and suspected acute poisoning 
in animals - reveal that more than 
1,700 cases of pesticide poisoning 
were reported in 2014. Of these, 114 
involved Metaldehyde, which is the 
toxic ingredient in slug pellets. 

James Horner, clinic director in 
Bloxwich, said: “The weather has 
been perfect for slugs recently - with 
both wet and sunny conditions - and 
the majority of people reach for the 
slug pellets as a matter of course at 
this time of year. Most are unfortu¬ 
nately unaware of the devastating 
consequences that slug pellets can 
have if their pet dog or cat eats them. 

“Metaldehyde is used in most 
types of slug pellets, and even small 
amounts of the pellets can cause sig¬ 
nificant poisoning with severe signs of 
illness often occurring within an hour 
of consumption. 

“Warning signs of poisoning typi¬ 
cally include incoordination, muscle 
spasms, muscle rigidity, twitching, 
tremors and convulsions. Unfortu¬ 
nately too many of pets that are poi¬ 
soned in this way have to be put to 
sleep.”

More than 250 friends and family 
attended the celebration, which fea¬ 
tured a singer, disco, and raffle. 

Denise Robinson, Richard’s mother, 
said: “This night was everything Rich¬ 
ard would have wanted. The fact that 
we were able to raise money for wor¬ 
thy charities somehow keeps Rich¬ 
ards’s memory alive.”

£4k stolen 
over weeks 

A MAN who stole more than £4,000 
of savings from a teenage Asperg¬ 
er’s Syndrome sufferer, taking him 
to withdraw cash 20 times over two 
months, has been jailed. 

Matthew Shepherd plundered the 
savings account of the 17-year-old, 
who he treated ‘despicably’ to pay off 
his drug and gambling debts, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

Shepherd, from Paddock, was in a 
long-term relationship with the teen¬ 
ager’s mother and knew about her 
child’s savings and disability, said Mr 
David lies, prosecuting. 

The 35-year-old treated the teen¬ 
ager cruelly, taunting and swearing 
at him, Mr lies said. 

Shepherd, who owed £6,500 and 
was frantic to repay loan sharks, 
warned the teenager he would split up 
with the victim’s mother if the money 
was not withdrawn. The defendant 
took the youth to a Walsall building 
society branch 20 times during June 
and July last year taking out between 
£500 and £60-a-time. 

There was only £10 of the £4,290 
left in the account when the mother 
realised what was going on. 

Money had been put in the account 
to use towards either university fees 
or the cost of a car. The couple sep¬ 
arated and on October 23 police ar¬ 
rested Shepherd who had also stolen 
a £100 drill from a couple he had been 
doing gardening work for. 

Miss Wendy Miller, defending, said 
he had been addicted to heroin from 
the age of nine and added: “He went

Housing fight lost as 
inspector backs plans 


CAMPAIGNERS against a scheme 
for new homes in Walsall are lick¬ 
ing their wounds, after finally losing 
their eight-year battle. 

The project in Woodside Close, Park 
Hall has been rejected seven times by 
Walsall Council after hundreds of resi¬ 
dents signed petitions against it. 

But developers behind the plans for the 
apartments have now been given permission 
by an independent planning inspector. 

The applicant has said the whole process 
over the years has cost him around £140,000 in 
submitting applications, architect and planning 
consultation fees. Council planners repeatedly 
turned down the scheme for 14 homes across 
three blocks that will see existing properties on 
the land demolished. 

There have been eight applications made in 
total, with councillors refusing to consider one 
as it had not addressed the issues in previous 
failed plans. Campaigners were concerned over 
the impact on the character of the area and a 
proposed sub-station. Developer David Stone 
said he was pleased with the outcome and work 
could start later this year. He said he was con¬ 
cerned it had taken such a long time. 

Unfortunate 

“It has been frustrating and disappointing 
but I am pleased it is now going to be able to 
take place,” he said. Councillor Rose Martin, 
who has helped battle against the scheme on 
behalf of residents, said: “It is very unfortu¬ 
nate. The majority of residents in the area 
fought against this for eight years. As far as 
they are concerned it is very high density and 
a complete over-development which is out of 
character with the rest of the area. 

“I really do think these people down in Bris¬ 
tol should not make these decisions as they 
don’t know the area and the character of the 
area.” 

More than 300 residents have been against 
the scheme and the Government has also 
turned down the development before on ap¬ 
peals. However, in the latest decision notice, 
which grants planning permission, inspector 
Ian Radcliffe said the scheme would represent 
a marked improvement for the site. 

Regeneration chief, Councillor Mohammed 
Nazir, added: “This has been a long and dif¬ 
ficult situation for all concerned including the 
occupiers of neighbouring premises who have 
had to deal with uncertainty over the years.”

But where 
does the 
poverty 
ine fall? 

ALMOST a third of people in the UK fell 
below the poverty line at least once be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2013, according to new 
figures from the Office of National Statis¬ 
tics. 

The thing is though, look around you, 
and you don’t see thousands of Oliver 
Twist-type street urchins clamouring 
for food, or old people dressed in rags. 
Which is not really surprising, when pov¬ 
erty is these days defined as having a dis¬ 
posable income of less than 60 per cent 
of the national average. 

But surely the whole point of averages 
is that some people will come above that 
line, and others will be below it. 

And extending that logic a little further, 
a sure-fire way to lift people out of pover¬ 
ty would be to reduce the average stand¬ 
ard of living. 

Now there are undoubtedly some very 
poor people in the world today, children 
suffering from malnutrition, families with¬ 
out clean drinking water, but by and large 
they don’t live in this country. 

And they don’t have mobile phones, 
televisions or a disposable income of any 
kind, let alone one that is 60 per cent of 
the national average. 

The truth is that almost everybody in 
this country is comparatively well-off, and 
we really should be more appreciative of 
what we do have. 

Casual use of terms like ‘poverty’ do 
not just give people a sense of entitle¬ 
ment. They are also a great insult to the 
millions of genuinely poor people around 
the world.

Although there was an excellent 
attendance I suspect that quite a few 
people turned up over concerns regard¬ 
ing the already approved planning per¬ 
mission rather than the saving of the 
pub as a going concern. 

This would be due to the fact that al¬ 
though planning permission has been 
approved for a number of years, a re¬ 
cent application by the owner to vary 


the conditions, had been submitted. I 
cannot begin to fathom how Walsall 
Council planners granted permission 
for an elderly persons rest home to be 
incorporated into a public house with a 
lam licence in the first place. 

However, the further application to 
vary the type of resident i.e. disabled, 
but not rehabilitation for drug or al¬ 
cohol dependency, seems reasonable 
enough, as does it seem reasonable 
that local residents should voice their 
concerns over what was being further 
proposed. Perhaps if communication 


between owner and residents had been 
properly engaged there wouldn’t be the 
sad situation we have now. 

Coupled with the fact that Camra 
had successfully placed an Asset of 
Community Value (ACV) on the pub, it 
appears now that the owner has taken 
his bat and ball home. Having granted 
permission in the first place it is now 
solely in the hands of council planners 
to make sure this is retained as a viable 
public house.

AN eye-catching peacock called Fred, 
is having to leave behind his garden 
home in Willenhall for pastures new. 

The owner of Fred, and his mate 
Freda and their growing family, are 
looking for a new home following eight 
years based by the busy Bilston Lane. 

The pair already have two daughters 
Flo, two, and Florence, one, and Freda 
has recently laid a new batch of eggs in 
the grounds of the property. 

But after nearly a decade of attract¬ 
ing the attention of passing motorists 
the group, known as a muster, is cry¬ 
ing for a new home. 

The birds had been cause for com¬ 
plaints due to their noise, and the 
owner Kim Harper was sent a warning 
letter by Walsall Council three years 
ago. Mrs Harper, aged 44, bought Fred 
from a farm on the Welsh border in 


2007 along with his first partner. He 
has since built up a following and last 
year was invited to take centre stage 
at a religious ceremony at a West Bro¬ 
mwich temple. 

She said: “We used to keep chick¬ 
ens and one day we went to a farmers’ 
market and saw a peacock and though 
we would bid for it, but we were un¬ 
successful. Then a farmer told us he 
had lots of peacocks and invited us 
to visit. We did and bought Fred for 
about £150 and his first partner, but 
she vanished after about a year. 

“We went back and got Freda. They 
have been giving us pleasure ever 
since.” She added: “Freda laid at the 
bottom of the garden and we could 
tell something was going on because 
the others were spending a lot of time 
near where she was sitting. They get 


very protective of the eggs. Last year 
out of three eggs laid, she managed to 
successfully rear one of those who we 
have called Florence. 

“Unfortunately the eggs that she 
was sitting on earlier this week have 
simply vanished without a trace and 
we think other wildlife may have got 
to the nest.” 

The housewife said Freda in particu¬ 
lar likes to roam away from the garden 
and can often be spotted by residents 
and drivers wandering across the 
neighbouring traffic lights. 

In 2011, Mrs Harper was sent a 
warning letter by Walsall Council’s 
environmental health department 
following complaints that Fred’s mat¬ 
ing calls were too noisy. Anyone who

MOVES to create a West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority join¬ 
ing Birmingham with the Black 
Country have been boosted after 
Coventry’s councillors said they 
would sign up too. 

It means the combined authority 
would be the largest in the country 
and the only one to have three cities 
- Birmingham, Coventry and Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The authority would be given devolved 
powers from Whitehall on areas like trans¬ 
port, skills and regeneration. Sandwell, 
Walsall and Dudley are all signed up too. 

Sandwell Council’s leader Darren Cooper, 
who has been leading the Black Country’s 
negotiations on the deal, said it would also 
put to bed any suggestion of the authority 
being called Greater Birmingham. 

He said: “With three cities there’s no 
way anyone would now accept it being a 
Greater Birmingham. What this gives us is 
fantastic bargaining power. We are much 
stronger together and we can pool our re¬ 
sources to get the best possible deal from 
the Government. Greater Manchester has 
taken the lead already. We can’t afford to 
be left behind.” 

Chancellor George Osborne wants the 
authority to have an elected region-wide 
‘metro mayor’. 

However David Cameron said last week 
that there is no ‘one size fits all’ arrange¬ 
ment and that the door was open to coun¬ 
cils to come up with their own. 

It is expected that Solihull will also join 
the authority while an approach has been 
made to district councils in Warwickshire. 

Greg Lowson, president of Birmingham 
Chamber, said: “This is an important mile¬ 
stone in the history of the West Midlands. 
Businesses in the region will fully support 
this move, not least because the Chancellor 
has made it abundantly clear that only com¬ 
bined authorities will be given increased 
powers, including those relating to eco¬ 
nomic development, transport and skills.”

Warning 
as airgun 
attackers 
target cats 


ONE cat has died and three left badly in¬ 
jured in a spate of air rifle attacks in Walsall, 
prompting a veterinary practice to warn pet 
owners to be on their guard. 

Shelfield-based Vets4Pets owner said four cats had 
been brought to the surgery over past month suffer¬ 
ing gun wounds in the Walsall Wood and Aldridge 


areas of the borough. 

One of the cats suffered 
a broken pelvis, while an¬ 
other two broken legs. A 
fourth had to be put down 
after being shot through the 
chest. 

The three injured cats 
were given treatment and 
are now recovering. West 
Midlands Police say they are 
looking into the shootings. 

Dr Sally Potter, who owns 
the practice, said: “It looks 
as though someone is going 
around and shooting these 
cats. It’s all similar types 
of air gun pellets which 
are being used. We have 
reported the incidents to 
police.” 

The 34-year-old said: 
“The first came in during 
the middle of April and is 
from the Oak Road area. 

“She had a broken leg, 
which required an opera¬ 
tion, and is recovering at

home.” The second cat was 
brought to the vets from 
Greenwood Road, Aldridge, 
at the beginning of the 
month. Dr Potter said: 
“He had a fractured pelvis. 
The pellet was lodged in his 
knee.” 

Another male cat was 
treated after being brought 
into the surgery with a bro¬ 
ken leg by an RSPCA officer 
and a fourth, from the Oc¬ 
cupation Road area, was 
brought in more recently, 
but was put down. Dr Pot¬ 
ter said: “He had suffered a 
huge amount of trauma.” 

RSPCA spokeswoman 
Harriet Cawley said the 
charity had received eight 
air gun complaints re¬ 
garding cats in the West 
Midlands last year, but six 
complaints have already 
been lodged this year.

WORK is forging ahead on this leisure 
centre as the steel skeleton of the new 
building takes shape. Construction 
company ISG took over the site in 
Bloxwich at the beginning of this year 
to build the multi-million pound site. 

The main 25 metre pool and learner 
pools have been dug out, reinforcing 
steel installed and the concrete bases 
poured. The pool walls were due to be 
built last week. 

The leisure centre, which is being 
built immediately next to the site of 
the old building, will have a 25-metre 
six lane swimming pool, teaching pool, 
sports hall, 100 station fitness suite, 


dance studio and cafe. Walsall’s leisure 
chief, Councillor Khizar Hussain, said 
work on the project was progressing 
very well. He said: “A lot of hard work 
has gone into the £24 million project, 
which reflects major investment from 
the council in partnership with Sport 
England. 

“These two new buildings will trans¬ 
form leisure provision in Walsall and 
I’m sure help achieve our stated aim of 
more people, more active, more often. 

“At Bloxwich, all major ground 
works are now complete and we’ve 
put up around 50 per cent of the steel 
frame along with the concrete lift 


shifts.” He said work on a second new 
leisure centre at Oak Park, in Walsall 
Wood, was also progressing well. 

Councillor Hussain added: “At 
Oak Park, groundworks are nearing 
completion and the lift shafts were 
installed earlier this month. We’ve 
almost completed the new car parkk.” 

When completed, the new leisure 
centre will also boast a 25m pool, 
100 station fitness suite, two squash 
courts, cafe and an artificial pitch. The 
existing Oak Park building will remain 
open and will be demolished once work 
is complete. Both centres are on course 
to be completed next summer.

STUDENTS are gearing up for a gru¬ 
elling 24-hour challenge to raise mon¬ 
ey for charity.

Level Three public 
services student, Viktorija Gaigalaite 
said: “I’m really looking forward to the 
challenge as I’ve not done anything 
like this before. We’ve all been putting 
in a lot of extra training as the climb 
will be a real physical test for us. It’s 
good to have a goal to aim for so we are 
determined to complete the challenge 
in less than 24 hours.” 

It is a popular misconception that 
the three mountains involved in the 
challenge are the three highest in Brit¬ 
ain. More than 100 peaks in Scotland 
are higher than Scafell Pike and 56 
higher than Snowdon.

Taking a butcher’s at 
past Brownhills days 


THE handwritten notes of 
a Black Country butcher 
have been pulled together 
to recall the life and times 
of a Walsall town. 

The memoirs of Sid 
Pritchard, who spent all his 
20th century working life on 
Brownhills High Street have 
been pulled together by his¬ 
torian Bill Mayo to create 
‘The Life and Times of Sid 
Pritchard’. 

Sid worked in Cockram’s butcher 
shop until it closed when the 
town’s regeneration works began 
in the 1960s. He then bought his 
own corner shop, where he stayed 
until he retired. 

In Mr Pritchard’s own recorded 
notes, which have been printed as a 
prelude to the book, he said: “What 
follows is not intended a history of 
Brownhills but rather a recording 
of its image in the earlier days of 
the writer, born here in 1903, and 
who spent all his working days on 
its High Street. 


MEMORY LANE

“Working behind a shop counter 
offers a great opportunity to study 
people individually and en masse. 
It also teaches that life is about 
people rather than about things.” 

Bill, aged 78, from Commonside, 
Brownhills said: “Sid got to know 
all the local people, he was a very 
observant, humorous character - 
everyone got along with him. 

“He grew up in Brownhills and 
knew everybody in the area, he 
wrote memoirs on scrap pieces of 
paper about happenings in his life 
but he died before he could finish 
writing his memoirs.” 

Bill said it was quite time con¬ 
suming to sort through and make 
sense of the notes, and enlisted the 
help of friend, Dave Evans. 

Bill would decipher the notes 
while Dave would type them up. 
He said: “We only put it in the 
book what Sid wrote down, some 
parts may be difficult to make 


sense of but are explained in the 
back. I’ve had Sid’s memoirs for 
around 10 years now, but over the 
last two months or so, with the 
help of Dave we have managed to 
really push and get the book done.” 

Extracts from the book include 
views on the appearance and char¬ 
acteristics of old Brownhills. 

In recalling the canal he adds: 
“The footbridge across the canal 
was built by the canal company 
at the time the canal was cut, to 
maintain continuity of the footpath 
to Clayhanger. 

“It also served as access for boat¬ 
men to the public house from the 
towpath on the opposite side of the 
canal. In the 1920s and 1930s the 
bridge was in a very dilapidated 
condition and proved amusement 
for youngsters who by standing at 
its centre could rock it considera¬ 
bly.” 

Mr Mayo’s other works include 
Memories of Walsall Wood and 
Memories of Brownhills Past. The 
Life and Times of Sid Pritchard is 
priced £8 and is available in limited 
numbers from Brownhills Library.

It's still A'dam fine city 


IT is Birmingham’s boast that it 
has more canals than Venice, 35 
miles’ worth compared with 26. 

However, Amsterdam beats them 
both put together with 65 miles of wa¬ 
terways coiled around the centre of the 
Dutch capital 

Walking the streets flanking those canals 
is one of the great pleasures of a city break 
to Amsterdam. The grand trio of canals the 
Herengracht, Keizergracht and Prinsen- 
gracht have tall thin gabled buildings, most 
dating from Holland’s golden age in the 
17th century when these were the homes 
and warehouses of rich merchants. 

You can spend days wandering these wa¬ 
tery thoroughfares, popping into cosy dark- 
wood cafes, trying nibbles at the ubiquitous 
cheese shops, rooting through the vintage 
clothes shops and getting the odd herbal 
whiff from the many coffee shops (or should 
we call them joints). 

When the sun goes down the night life 
and thriving restaurant scene kicks in.

That’s the perfect time to sip a Dutch gin 
(genever) at bars such as the atmospheric 
Admiraal, where the furniture is made out 
of old barrels. 

Foodwise, Amsterdam has the lot, having 
been the port of a mighty trading nation. 
There are excellent Italian eateries, Indo¬ 
nesian and Thai places and an infeasible 
number of sugar-coated waffle shops. For 
the ultimate Dutch street food — besides a 
slippery herring — go to Vlaams Friteshuis 
Vleminckx. Only open in the afternoon, this 
hatch in the wall sells piping hot cones of 
delicious frites (chips), available with vari¬ 
ous tangy mayonnaises. 

The Red Light District, located between 
tacky central main drag Damrak and Chi¬ 
natown, can be avoided if you are offended 
by the women in the windows and the 
X-rated shops. 

Places that you shouldn’t miss include 
the floating flower market Bloemenmarkt 
on the Singel canal, near to the main shop¬ 


ping street of Kalverstraat. When you tire 
of dodging cyclists, the enclosed haven-like 
Begijnhof is found through a modest door on 
Spui square. This former home for religious 
women includes the city’s oldest buildings 
and the historic English Reformed Church. 

Art lovers should head for Museumplein 
for the city’s greatest galleries. The Van 
Gogh Museum includes hundreds of works 
by the tragic genius, including double sided 
works from when the hard-up artist could 
not afford to use only one side of a canvas. 
His swirling colourful art remains magical 
and the museum does a great job of walking 
visitors through his too-short life. 

Iconic 

The revamped and restored Rijksmu¬ 
seum is a work of art in itself, a hugely im¬ 
pressive building that contains iconic works 
by Dutch greats Rembrandt and Vermeer. 

Both museums are always very busy and 
should be booked in advance online to avoid 
queues, as should the city’s most popular — 
and most sobering — attraction, the Anne 


Frank House. This hiding place for Jewish 
families during the Second World War, in¬ 
cluding the teenage girl whose diary went 
on to touch the hearts of millions, is tiny 
and timed tickets help limit crowding. In 
Anne’s room, her cut-out pictures of movie 
stars are still on the walls. 

The excellent museum beside the secret 
annexe stresses that Anne was one victim 
among millions. Despite the queues and 
crowds, it should not be missed. 

Major savings can be made on many ad¬ 
missions and public transport (including 
trams) by purchasing an I amsterdam City 
Card. See www.iamsterdam.com for details. 

For reading, I recommend Amsterdam: 
A History of the World’s Most Liberal

W hile The X Factor may appear 
to be on borrowed time, some 
people are saying the show’s 
creator Simon Cowell is losing his 
golden touch. 

And the likes of Red or Black? and 
Grease Is the Word were hardly as 
successful at his Idol, X Factor and 
Got Talent franchise, were they? 

Nevertheless, the latter of that 
smash-hit TV trio continues to go from 
strength to strength.

Bristling with advanced technol¬ 
ogy and packing quite a punch 
from its 2.2-litre diesel and 3.7-li- 
tre V6 petrol engines, the Infiniti 
Q70 means business in the exec¬ 
utive car market. The brand isn’t 
exactly looming large on the ra¬ 
dar of buyers but exclusivity and 
value for money can go a long 
way. 

The rear-wheel-drive Infiniti Q70 
is powered either by a 320PS 3.7-li- 
tre V6 petrol engine in M37 guise, or 
by a 170PS 2.2-litre diesel which 
boasts 400Nm of torque to rival the 
class best. 

There’s also a 364PS petrol hybrid ver¬ 
sion. A 7-speed Adaptive Shift Control 



gearbox takes care of gear swapping du¬ 
ties and includes further driver assistance in 
the shape of DRM Downshift Rev Matching 
which blips the throttle on down changes 
and a Drive Sport mode which brings the 
wheel-mounted paddle shifters into the 
equation. 

The Q70 is fitted with Infiniti Drive, a sys¬ 
tem by which drivers can alter the set-up of 
the car between four modes. 

There are Standard, Eco, Sport and Snow 
settings which adjust the throttle sensitivity, 
the transmission mapping, the level of ESP 
stability control intervention and the 4WAS 
4-Wheel Active Steering system. 

There’s also a BSI Blind Spot Intervention 
system which uses radar to detect when 
there’s a vehicle in the blind sport, warn 
the driver and intervene if the car is steered 
in that direction. BSI can actually brake se¬ 
lected wheels to create a yaw effect and 
move the car back into its lane away from 
danger. 

The need to offer something different from 
the established German alternatives is not 
lost on Infiniti and as well as a host of tech¬ 
nological features, the Q70 showcases the 
brand’s distinctive styling themes. 

Executive 

The curvy lines and sportscar design cues 
aren’t what we’ve come to expect in the ex¬ 
ecutive car sector.

Underlying the bodywork is a layout that’s 
clearly geared towards an involving driving 
experience.

front axle to optimise weight distribution. 
The suspension is a double wishbone set¬ 
up at the front with a multi-link system at 
the rear and a pair of anti-roll bars provide 
additional bracing. 

The long wheelbase of the Q70 yields 
better cabin space than its swooping exte¬ 
rior lines would suggest. 

There’s also a luxurious air about the 
place with standard leather trim with a mix 
of aluminium and piano black detailing. 

There’s an analogue clock at the centre 
of the dash (an Infiniti trademark) and a 


large display screen above through which 
the various ancillary systems are con¬ 
trolled. 

The major players at the top end of 
the executive car market have a habit of 
squeezing out newcomers but Infiniti is 
confident of getting a piece of the action 
with its Q70. 

High technology and a sporting focus 
make the car an intriguing choice but it’s 
the element of exclusivity that may appeal 
most to buyers who’ve grown tired of the 
usual suspects in this sector.

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Money’s not 
a magic fix, 
warns Dean 

DEAN SMITH has warned it will take 
more than just extra cash for Walsall to 
claim a top-six spot next season. 

The Saddlers boss has been handed 
a bigger budget for his summer re¬ 
cruitment, with chief executive Stefan 
Gamble last week describing a play-off 
challenge as realistic. 

Smith shares the same ambition but 
recognises more money doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily guarantee success, citing Sheffield 
United - who yesterday sacked manager 
Nigel Clough - as a prime example. 

The Blades are facing up to a fifth con¬ 
secutive season in the third tier having 
been beaten in the play-offs and Smith 
said: “They are a much bigger club than 
us, with a much bigger wage bill. 

“It would be stupid to say we can just 
throw money at it and expect amazing 
results.” 

He added: “What is important is we go 
and find a balance. 

“We know we cannot go and compete 
financially with a lot of clubs in this 
league. 

“We have got to find a balance of de¬ 
veloping players but also winning games 
to win promotion. 

“To do that, team spirit is key, to¬ 
getherness and young hungry players 
balanced with some experienced players 
who have the drive to win. 

“That is how we have to do it. You 
could say money never guarantees you 
anything.” 

Smith accepts this season’s run to 
Wembley in the Johnstone’s Paint Tro¬ 
phy, coupled with a largely disappointing 
league campaign, equates to more pres¬ 
sure on his shoulders next term. 

But while the trophy run significantly 
boosted the club’s coffers, they are still 
some way off the finances of those clubs 
who won promotion.“Everything we do 
at the club has to be sustainable.”
